ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1941. 


To  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Reece  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  you  my  twenty-eighth 
Annual  Report,  which,  this  year,  has  to  be  more  limited  and 
to  be  only  a record  of  important  alterations,  improvements 
or  developments  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year, 
statistics  and  social  conditions,  and  general  information 
relating  to  the  area,  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  and 
such  other  matters  as  is  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

SECTION  A.  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITION 

OF  THE  AREA. 

Area:  69,206  acres  (land  and  inland  water). 

Population  at  Census  of  1931  : 7,255. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  popula- 
tion for  the  mid-year,  1941  : 7321. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the  rate 
books  is  2,445. 

Rateable  Value  of  the  District  is  £24,313. 

The  product  of  a penny  rate  is  £105  9s.  9d. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

The  district  is  rural  and  its  chief  pursuit  is  farming  and 
agriculture,  and  much  more  corn  is  now  grown  since  it  has 
been  made  compulsory  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  There 
Aas  A U' r amount  of  corn  grown  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
district.  1 he  farms  had  been  converted  into  grazing  land,  so 
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as  to  keep  cattle  and  sheep.  Milk  production  for  sale  is  largely 
carried  on,  butter  to  some  extent,  but  no  cheese  is  produced. 
In  Gian  Conway  there  is  considerable  amount  of  market 
gardening. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district 
during  1941,  as  given  by  the  Registrar  General,  was  96,  48 
males  and  48  females.  Of  that  number  3 males  and  4 females 
were  illegitimate.  There  were  3 still  births,  1 male  and  2 
females,  which  were  legitimate,  no  illegitimate  still  births. 
The  96  births  give  a birth-rate  of  131  per  1,000  of  the  resident 
population,  compared  with  142  for  England  and  Wales*. 


DEATH  RATE. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
during  the  year  1941  was  89,  48  males  and  41  females,  giving 
a death  rate  of  121  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  population.  Of 
this  number  17  were  non-resident  persons  who  lived  in  places 
outside  the  district  and  have  to  be  deducted;  on  the  other 
hand  14  males  and  12  females  died  in  places,  Institutions  and 
Hospitals  outside  the  district  but  belonging  to  it,  and  have 
to  be  included.  Thus  the  net  or  “ corrected  ” death  rate  is  99, 
50  males  and  49  females,  giving  a death  rate  of  13  5 per  1,000 
of  the  resident  population  and  compared  with  12  9 for  England 
and  Wales. 

Table  III  gives  the  causes  and  ages  at  death. 
INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
was  7,  5 males  and  2 females  giving  a death  rate  of  72-9  per 
1,000  births  and  compared  with  59  for  England  and  Wales. 
There  were  one  male  and  one  female  illegitimates  among  the 
seven. 

Table  IV  gives  the  causes  and  ages  at  death. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  79  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  (excluding  Tuberculosis  from  this  category),  8 cases 
of  Diphtheria,  10  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  and  Para  Typhoid 


2,  Pneumonia  10,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  1,  Erysipelas  1,  Measles 
18,  Whooping  Cough  15,  C'erebro  Spinal  Meningitis  1,  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  9 and  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  2. 
18  of  the  cases  were  treated  in  the  St.  Asaph  Isolation  Hos- 
pital, and  4 in  Groesynvd  Isolation  Hospital,  Conway. 

Table  II  gives  further  information  regarding  these  cases 
with  ages  and  distribution  in  the  different  parishes. 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

Xo  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles; 
one  from  Whooping  Cough  and  one  from  Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis;  none  from  Influenza,  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and 
Polio-Myelitis,  which  is  very  satisfactory.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary . tuberculosis 
notified  was  9 and  2 from  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
making  altogether  11.  There  were  4 deaths  from  pulmonary, 
but  none  from  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  there  was  admitted  to  the  St.  Asaph 
Isolation  one  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  and  two  of 
Para-Typhoid;  three  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  eleven  of  Scarlet 
Fever;  one  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  The  following  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Groesynyd  Isolation  Hospital  at  Conway; 
three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Diphtheria. 
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The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pital of  the  Joint  Board  at  St.  Asaph  was  512  during  the  year, 
which  was  a large  number.  302  during  the  previous  year,  1940; 
226  in  1939;  290  in  1938.

SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS  IN  THE 

DISTRICT. 

The  district  is  well  supplied  with  District  Nurses.  In 
some  districts  two  or  three  parishes  join  together,  and  are 
thus  able  to  support  one  nurse  between  them,  and  they  do  a 
deal  of  general  nursing  and  dressing  and  much  of  the  mid- 
wifery. Llannefydd  and  Henllan  support  a nurse  with  motor 
car,  and  who  is  on  the  telephone.  Elanelian,  Bcttws  and 
Trofarth  support  one  nurse  residing  at  Dolwen,  with  car,  and 
who  is  on  tin?  telephone.  Llansannan,  El  an  fair  and  Bylchau 
have  a nurse  with  car  and  telephone.  Gian  Conway  and 
Eglwysbach  have  a State  Registered  Nurse  (Queen’s),  with 
car  and  telephone.  Trefnant  and  Cefn  also  have  a nurse  with 
car  and  telephone. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

For  most  of  the  parishes  there  is  a Welfare  House  at 
Middle  Lane,  Denbigh,  where  the  following  Clinics  are  held:— 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE,  on 

alternate  Wednesdays,  from  1.30  to  3.30  p.m.,  attended  by 
Dr.  W.  McKendrick,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  Colwyn  Bay,  Assistant 
M.O.H.  for  the  County. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC,  on  alternate  Wednesdays, 
10.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.,  attended  by  Dr.  R.  Owen  Jones,  M.D., 
F.R.C.S.,  Gynaecologist  under  the  Denbighshire  County 
Council ; also  Dr.  Roberts — a lady  doctor. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC,  also  on  alternate  Wednesdays, 
10.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.,  when  Nurses  from  Gobowen  Hospital 
attend  to  treatments.  Dr.  Partridge,  F.R.C.S.,  sees  to  all 
new  cases. 

Similar  Clinics  at  Abergele  and  Colwyn  Bay  are  within 
easy  reach  to  some  of  the  other  parishes  in  the  district. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

(1)  TUBERCULOSIS.— No  private  institution  is  pro- 
vided in  the  district  for  tuberculosis,  but  patients  who  cannot 
afford  treatment  in  private  institutions  are  well  provided  for 
by  the  King  Edward  VII  Welsh  National  Memorial  Associa- 
tion (Denbighshire  and  Flintshire  area),  whose  Medical 
Officers  visit  clinical  centres  at  Denbigh  and  Rhyl,  where 
patients  from  the  district  are  examined  and  suitable  cases 
are  sent  to  institutions  provided  for  them  in  North  Wales 
at  Llangwyfan,  Llandyrnog,  near  Denbigh,  and  Meadowslea. 

(2)  MATERNITY. — There  are  Maternity  Wards  at  the 
Public  Assistance  Institutions  at  Ruthin,  also  at  Denbigh 
Infirmary. 

(3)  THERE  ARE  COTTAGE  HOMES  *at  Haulfre, 
Ruthin. 

(4)  SMALL  POX.  No  provision. 

(5)  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS.  The  Denbigh  Infirmary 
is  within  convenient  distance  of  the  district,  and  is  made  use 
of  on  the  Denbigh  side.  On  the  Abergele  side  of  the  district 
the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital,  Rhyl,  and  the  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  Rhyl,  take  in  surgical  cases,  being  within  easy  reach. 
At  the  Denbigh  Infirmary  there  are  19  free  beds,  but  any 
surgical  cases  will  be  admitted  at  a maintenance  fee  of  ±1  6s. 
per  week  and  maternity  cases  30s.  per  week.  At  the  Rhyl 
Hospitals  the  fees  are  higher.  There  is  also  the  West  Denbigh- 
shire Hospital  at  Colwyn  P>ay  for  that  side  of  the  district. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases,  a hired  motor  ambulance  is 
employed,  (b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  there  is 
a motor  ambulance  on  hire  from  a private  motor  garage  at 
Rhyl.

I he  Medical  Research  Council  have  had  established  “ The 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  ” at  Castle 
Bank.  Conway',  North  Wales,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  D.  T. 
Robinson,  where  all  laboratory  examinations  are  efficaciously 
and  quickly  carried  out  and  free  of  cost.  Diphtheria  antitoxin 
is  also  paid  for  by  the  Council  for  those  who  cannot  bear  the 
expense. 

The  Council  have  also  deposited  in  9 of  the  10  parishes 
within  the  rural  district  three  8,000  unit  globulins  of 
Burroughs  Wellcome  Anti-Diphtheric  Serum  for  the  use  of 
patients  living  in  the  rural  district  who  might  be  found  to 
be  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  as  a doctor  from  a neighbouring 
town  called  in  to  visit  a patient  might  diagnose  Diphtheria 
and  then  be  compelled  .to  return  to  town  to  obtain  a supply 
of  serum  to  inject  into  the  patient.  The  delay  thus  caused 
might  have  serious  consequences,  and  to  obviate  such  delay 
the  Council  have  placed  such  supply  as  above  stated. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

Analyses  of  water  supplies  are  carried  out  by  the  same 
Laboratory  Service — at  Castle  Bank,  Conway. 

DISINFECTION. 

Arrangements  for  disinfection  can  be  made  as  required 
with  the  Hospital  Steward.  A Washington  Lyon  disinfecting 
apparatus  in  the  Hospital  grounds  is  used  as  required. 

THE  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  61  cases  from  the  district  were  treated 
in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  10  of  Scarlet  Fever,  27  of  Diphtheria, 
6 of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis,  6 of  Erysipelas,  10  of  Puer- 
peral Pyrexia.  There  were  512  cases  of  infectious  disease 
admitted  into  the  Hospital  during  the  year  from  all  areas  of 
the  Hospital  Board,  made  up  as  follows: — C.  Spinal 
Meningitis,  71;  Erysipelas,  12;  Diphtheria.  272;  Puerperal 
Fever,  38;  Scarlet  Fever,  98;  Typhoid,  21.  Total  512;  which 
was  a large  number.  During  the  previous  year  (1940),  302; 
in  1919,  226;  in  1918,  290. 

FEVER. — For  fever  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  St.  Asaph 
is  available.  In  a previous  report  a description  of  the  original 
hospital,  built  in  1929,  by  the  then  District  Joint  Hospital 
Board  was  given,  when  the  following  public  bodies  established 
it: — Alecl  and  St.  Asaph  Rural  District  Councils,  Abergele 


Urban  District  Council,  Denbigh  Borough  Council,  and  Pres- 
tatyn Urban  District  Council.  In  1940  six  new  constituent 
authorities  were  embraced  and  included  in  the  combination  of 
authorities,  namely  Buckley,  Connah’s  Quay,  Flint,  Holywell 
Urban  and  Holywell  Rural,  and  Mold;  now  Ruthin  Borough, 
making  12  public  bodies  interested.  A great  extension  of 
the  Hospital  was  carired  out,  but  war  conditions  retarded  its 
progress.  When  re-opened  the  hospital  was  stated  by  a rep- 
resentative member  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  be  the 
largest  and  best  equipped  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  whole  of 
Wales. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Roberts,  F.R.I.B.A.,  Chartered  Architect,  Mold, 
who  carried  out  the  great  extensions  previously  described,  has 
now  given  me  a further  report,  as  follows : — 


Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  report  to  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Hospital  extension  scheme,  which  now  provides 
accommodation  for  a total  of  81  patients.  Twenty-nine  can 
be  nursed  in  separate  cubicles  and  fifty-two  in  eight  wards — 
four  for  males  and  four  for  females.  Each  nurse  has  a separate 
bedroom  fitted  with  a lavatory  basin,  heated  towel  rail  and 
built-in  wardrobe.  These  bedrooms  arc  fitted  with  special  door 
locks,  so  that  each  nurse  has  absolute  privacy,  and  a master 
key  is  provided  for  the  Matron’s  use  only. 

In  amplification  of  my  previous  reports  in  1939  and  1940, 
I may  say  that  the  original  small  pavilion  block  for  ten  beds 
is  now  connected  on  to  the  central  heating  plant  and  the 
central  hot  water  supply.  Steam  supply  for  the  laundry  is 
also  connected  on  to  the  central  steam  supply,  the  original 
steam  boiler  fixed  in  the  laundry  block  being  retained  as  a 
stand-by  boiler.  From  experience  of  working  the  completed 
Hospital  over  the  past  twelve  months,  it  can  be  stated  that 
the  re-modelling  of  the  Hospital  on  the  most  up-to-date  prin- 
ciples of  planning  and  equipment  has  resulted  in  both  efficiency 
and  economy,  and  the  facilities  now  provided  are  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  staff  and  patients.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 


At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  an  appeal  was 
made  to  all  parents  in  the  district  to  make  them  realise  the 
dangers  of  Diphtheria  and  to  persuade  them  to  have  their 
children  immunised  against  it.  While  the  response  to  the 
appeal  was  very  encouraging  there  are  still  some  parents 
who  unfortunately  do  not  appreciate  the  value  of  immunisa- 
tion or  believe  in  the  necessity  for  it. 

For  the  period  ended  30th  June,  1942.  the  following 
children  were  treated  : —

1 he  figure  of  885  represents  86%  of  the  child  population 
in  the  rural  district. 
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I would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  rendered  by  the  local  Red  Cross  ladies,  and  the 
two  Health  Visitor  INurses  who  visited  the  parents  of  the 
children  under  5 years  pointing  out  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
by  immunisation. 

The  Wellcome  Brand  of  Diphtheria  Prophylactics  was 
supplied  free  of  charge  through  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  Conway,  N.  Wales. 

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water. 

ABERGELE  RURAL.  This  includes  two  large  Institu- 
tions. The  Manchester  Sanatorium,  the  property  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  provided  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  (all  forms).  The  other  is  Kinmel  Hall  Military 
Hospital,  and  formerly  called  “ Rheuma  Spa,”  but  now  taken 
over  by  the  Military  and  converted  into  a Hospital  for  Kinmel 
Park  Camp.  As  previously  reported,  it  is  well  supplied  with 
water.  The  isolated  houses  are  supplied  from  wells  and  a 
few  of  the  houses  have  a private  supply  of  their  own. 

. BETTWS-YN-RHOS.  No  complaint  was  received  during 
the  year  of  insufficient  supply  of  water  in  the  Village  nor  in 
that  part  of  the  parish  supplied  from  the  main  of  the  Abergele 
Urban  District.  A few  of  the  other  isolated  houses  have  a 
pipe  supply  from  private  sources  and  the  remaining  houses 
from  wells. 

CEEN.  The  supply'  for  this  parish  is  obtained  in  bulk 
from  the  works  at  Glascoed  from  the  Rhyl  LYban  District 
Council  works,  but  is  distributed  by  the  Rural  District  Council 
and  its  charges  collected  by  them.  The  supply  has  been 
adequate  and  is  of  excellent  quality. 

BYLCHAU.  This  parish  is  sparsely  populated.  Water  is 
obtained  for  the  six  Council  houses  from  a small  scheme 
carried  out  for  the  cottages,  and  is  satisfactory.  The  isolated 
farms  and  cottages  arc  supplied  from  wells  and  streams  and 
a pipe  line  in  some  instances. 

LLANINEEYDD.  Further  additional  springs  were  tapped 
to  augment  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Council  houses  in  the 
village.  The  war  has  prevented  further  steps  being  taken  by 
the  Council  to  supply  water  for  this  Village. 
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LIyANSANNAN.  The  improvements  referred  to  in  my 
last  report  had  the  desired  effect  in  improving  the  water 
supply  and  purifying  it,  and  there  have  been  no  complaints 
since,  but  the  supply  is  still  insufficient  to  give  a continuous 
supply  in  dry  weather. 


LL AN F AIRTALH  AIARN.  The  shortage  of  water  in 
the  village  was  found  to  be  mainly  due  to  a leakage  in  the 
cast  iron  water  main  in  the  village.  The  waste  of  water 
escaped  into  the  old  stone  drain  under  the  water  main.  After 
this  leakage  was  repaired  the  supply  in  the  village  improved 
immediately.  Air  valves  were  fixed  on  the  main  and 
existing  valves  cleaned,  with  the  result  that  there  was  an 
ample  supply  of  water  in  the  village. 

LLAiNELIAN.  No  further  prog  ress  has  been  possible 
during  the  war  for  extending  the  water  main  from  the 
Borough  of  Colwyn  Bay  to  the  village. 

ELANSANTFERAID.  As  explained  in  my  last  report 
the  supply  of  water  to  this  parish  continues  to  be  insufficient. 
Counsel  was  engaged  by  the  Council  to  advise  them  what 
steps  should  be  taken.  Messrs.  Sandford,  Fawcett,  Partners, 
Engineers,  Rickmansworth,  Herts.,  were  asked  for  their 
report.  On  receiving  this  report  a copy  was  supplied  to  the 
Joint  Water  Supply  Board  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  steps 
taken  will  ensure  an  adequate  supply. 

TRFFNANT.  The  supply  of  water  to  this  parish  has 
been  inadequate  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  with  the 
result  that  many  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 
Representations  were  made  to  the  Rhyl  U.D.C.  to  increase 
the  pressure.  An  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  visited  the  district  to  confer  with  the  Clerk  and 
Surveyor  of  our  Council  and  the  engineer  of  the  Rhyl  U.D.C. 
At  this  conference  it  was  agreed  that  plans  should  be 
prepared  for  a new  bypass  pipe  for  the  village  of  Trefnant 
to  supply  water  to  the  existing  storage  tank  in  the  village 
which  has  a capacity  of  about  9,000  gallons,  and  this  tank 
has  been  cleared  out  and  repaired.  This  scheme  is  being  now 
prepared  and  will  no  doubt  be  the  means  of  improving  the 
supply  to  the  parish. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the 
year. 


2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 


No  case  arose  during  the  year  requiring  special  attention. 


3. — (i),  Closet  Accommodation. 

Practically  all  the  privies  within  a reasonable  distance  of 
sewers  have  been  converted  into  water  closets.  About  90  per 
cent,  of  the  closet  accommodation,  where  no  sewers  are 
available,  are  of  the  privy  type  with  fixed  receptacles,  the 
remaining  10  per  cent,  being  of  the  privy  type  with  movable 
receptacles. 


(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council  in  the 
following  parishes:  Abergele  Rural,  Bettws-yn-Rhos,  Llan- 
elian,  Llanfairtalhaiarn,  Llansannan,  Ldansantffraid.  A tip  is 
provided  by  the  Council  for  the  parish  of  Trefnant,  and  the 
scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  householders. 

Public  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 


(i i i ) Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  included  under 
Article  19  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926. 

(iv)  Shops. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken. 

(v)  Camping  Sites. 

There  is  very  little  camping  in  the  Rural  District. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  this  heading. 

(vii)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public 
in  the  district.-

(viii)  Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs. 

Xo  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  for  the 
eradication  of  bed-bugs.  Generally,  the  tenants  of  Council 
houses  keep  their  houses  particularly  clean — much  better  than 
they  did  the  unlit  houses. 

4. — Schools. 

Rhydgalecl  School.  Some  correspondence  took  place  with 
the  County  Education  Authority  as  to  the  insanitary  con- 
dition of  the  school.  The  County  Authority  eventually  invited 
tenders  toy  carrying  out  substantial  improvements,  but  the 
Board  of  Education  would  not  approve  of  the  proposals  being 
carried  out  at  the  present  time  owing  to  war  conditions.  An 
understanding  was  arrived  at  with  the  County  Education 
Authority  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  the  refuse  and 
the  contents  of  the  closets  once  a week.  Elsan  chemical  closets 
were  installed  for  the  school  and  schoolhouse  and  general 
repairs  to  the  fabric  of  the  outer  offices  were  made.  Bins 
were  provided,  urinal  repaired,  the  playgrounds  repaired, 
drains  in  connection  with  the  house  extended  and  the  bound- 
ary walls  repaired. 

Llanrefydd  School  and  IJansannan  and  Rrvnymaen 
Schools  also  require  sanitary  improvements.

SECTION  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF 

FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  Grades  of  milk  obtainable  are: — 

(1)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  from  cows  which  pass  tl.»- 
tuberculin  test  every  six  months.  These  herds  must  be  kept 
in  spacious  airy  shippons,  well  ventilated  and  well  lit.  Til., 
floors  are  of  concrete  with  surface  drainage,  and  they  must 
have  a plentiful  supply  of  water  to  wash  and  .flush  out  da.:l\ 
The  cows’  unders  are  clipped  in  the  winter  months  and  udder: 
always  washed  with  suitable  disinfectant  prior  to  milking. 
Provided  these  conditions  arc  faithfully  carried  out  bv  the 
owner,  no  better  form  of  milk  can  be  obtained.  Incidentally, 
at  the  time  of  testing  all  the  udders  are  clinically  examined 
by  a Veterinary  Inspector,  and  any  cow  with  any  pathological 
condition  of  udder  is  removed  trom  the  herd  and  instructions 
are  given  in  writing  that  the  milk  from  such  cows  must  not 
be  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

(2)  Accredited  Milk. — This  is  milk  produced  from 
clinically  healthy  cows,  kept  under  the  same  conditions  as 
T.T.  cows.  Veterinary'  Inspections  are- carried  out  everv  three 
months,  and  any  cow  which  suffers  from  udder  disease  or  any 
other  scheduled  disease  is  removed  from  the  herd,  and  the 
milk  must  not  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

(3)  Milk  from  Non-designated  Herds,  that  is,  herds  which 
are  neither  1.1.  nor  Accredited.  Many  of  these  herds,  but  riot 
nearly  all,  are  subjected  to  veterinary  inspections  everv  six 
months.  There  is  real  need  for  improvement  in  the  conditions 
under  which  this  milk  is  produced.  Many  shippons  are  badly 
ventilated,  dark  and  dirty,  lacking  in  proper  drainage  and 
ordinary  cleanliness  of  cows.  Such  milk  would  perhaps  be  all 
the  better  for  pasteurisation. 

(4)  Pasteurised  Milk.— Under  the  Special  Designations 
Orders,  1936  and  1938,  which  provide  onlv  for  a process  of 
pasteurisation  known  as  the  “ Holder  ’ process,  the  milk  had 
to  be  treated  by  heating  it  up  to  from  145°  to  150°  F.  and 
held  at  this  temperature  for  half  an  hour,  and  then 
immediately  cooled  to  not  more  than  55°  F.  There  are  now 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1941,  giving  an 
alternative  method  of  pasteurisation.  Under  this  new  method 
is  a process  of  high  temperature  short  time  pasteurisation* 
which  effectively  destroys  any  disease-producing  organism  irr 
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the  milk  The  apparatus  needed  is  much  smaller  and  simpler 
than  that  required  for  the  “ Holder  ’ method,  is  more  easi  y 
worked,  started  and  stopped,  and  readily  cleaned.  I he  mim 
has  only'  to  be  retained  at  a temperature  ot  not  less  than 
162°  Fahrenheit  for  at  least  15  seconds.  The  milk  should  be 
tested  from  time  to  time  to  see  that  this  process  is  carried 
out  properly.  A person  applying  for  a licence  shall  indicate 
whether  he  requires  the  first  “ Holders  ” or  the  new  method 
of  1941. 

The  Ministry  Scheme  for  the  control  of  certain  dair\ 
herd  disease  is  now  in  force,  but  so  far  only  a comparative]} 
small  number  of  herd  owners  have  taken  advantage  ot  it. 
The  scheme  aims  at  increasing  the  quantity  of  milk  tor  sale 
by  controlling  the  four  following  diseases:  Mastitis,  con- 

tagious abortion,  Johne’s  disease  (when  there  is  intermittent 
diarrhoea  and  wasting,  which  is  incurable),  and  sterility.  I lvs 
is  a short  term  policy,  and  is  not  compulsory,  but,  it  adopted 
by  milk  producers,  would  be  the  means  of  diminishing  t to 
enormous  reduction  in  milk  supply  which  these  diseases  cause. 


(b)  Meats  and  Other  Food-s. 

All  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Slaughtci 
Abattoir.  Rhyl,  which  is  a municipally  controlled  centre  tor 
the  district  area. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

A summary  is  attached  to  this  Report,  showing  samples 
of  food  and  drugs  collected  for  analysis,  together  with  the 
result. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

Samples  are  collected  by  the  County  Council. 


(e)  Nutrition. 

The  District  Council  have  taken  no  action  in  this  matter 
apart  from  what  is  clone  by  the  Public  Health  Officials  in  the 
execution  of  their  duties. 


(f)  Shell  Fish. 

There  are  no  shell  fish  or  layings  in  the  district. 
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GENERAL. 

Beside  the  number  of  Government  evacuees  there  was  a 
large  influx  of  ordinary  evacuees  into  the  district  in  June, 
1941,  and  the  householders  as  previously  stated  made  a great 
effort  to  accommodate  them  and  they  were  well  treated  and 
many  were  much  improved  in  health  and  appearance;  but, 
after  the  great  influx  of  evacuees  in  June,  1941,  270  of  them 
returned  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Immunisation  was  well 
carried  out,  885  children  of  school  age  being  done,  and  this 
represents  86%  of  child  population  in  the  rural  district. 

KINMEL  PARK  CAMP. 

Sewage  Disposal. — As  reported  in  the  annual  report  for 
1940,  by  Cpl.  Greenwood,  R.A.M.C.,  the  plant  is  adequate  and 
capable  of  dealing  with  all  the  sewage  from  the  Camp.  A man 
Under  the  direction  of  the  Garrison  Engineer  is  fully  employed 
jn  charge  of  the  plant,  and  I make  inspections  at  regular 
intervals. 

Refuse  Disposal. — ' I he  refuse  collected  .is  carried  out  daily 
by  the  units,  and  the  disposal  is  as  follows:  (1)  Salvage  of 
all  salvageable  material ; (2)  Incineration  of  foul  waste  refuse 
in  two  Horsfall  incinerators;  (3)  Tipping  of  dry  ash  for  the 
purpose  of  levelling  waste  ground. 

Swill. — Swill  is  collected  and  removed  daily  bv  private 
•contractors. 

Water.— Supplied  by  Rhyl  U.D.C.  This  supply  has  been 
satisfactory. 

F°°d  is  inspected  prior  to  issue,  adequate  storage 
facilities  being  available. 

Milk.  —All  new  milk  is  boiled  immediatelv  after  delivery 
at  the  camp. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. — Bedding,  clothing  and 
personal  articles  are  treated  when  necessary  .in  the  Manlove 
Alliott  disinfector  situated  in  the  Camp.  Disinfection  of  huts 
after  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  undertaken  under  mv 
supervision. 

General. — The  sanitation  of  the  Camp  is  of  a very  high 
standard,  and  every  assistance  has  been  afforded  me  'in  the 
carrying  out  of  my  duties  as  Camp  Sanitary  Assistant.
